SENATE DEFEATS

Vandenburg Goes Down

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—()— 
The senate today crushed a republican 
effort to defer all tax legislation until 
next session. 

The overwhelming 55-to-19 defeat of 
Senator .Vandenberg’s delay motion 
was hailed by administration leaders 
as assuring enactment of President 
Roosevelt’s tax bill before adjourn- 
ment. Chairman Harrison, of the fi- 
nance committee, predicted senate pas- 
sage of the measure by Friday night

The ballot on Vandenberg’s drive to 
return the tax bill to committee came 
after the Michigan senator had de- 
nounced the measure as a “bungling 
budgetary burlesque” and Senator 
Copeland had termed the proposed 
higher estate taxes “wicked, unjust 
and eruel.”’ 

Eight Democrats Oppose. 

Eight democrats joined 11 republi- 
cans in opposing taxes at this ses- 
sion. But seven republicans, with La 
Follette, the progressive, and Ship- 
stead, the farmer-laborer, voted with 
the big democratic majority to kill 
the delay move.

OLD-AGE PENSIONS 
NOT FOR GEORGI, 
TALMADGE HOLDS 


Governor Not To Call 
Special Session Neces- 
sary for State To Share 
in Security Act Benefits 


Although Governor Talmadge yes- 
terday received with official silence 
notice that President Roosevelt had 
signed the social security act, it was 
definitely established that Georgia will 


visions of the act or any other of its 
features which require companion leg- 
islation in Georgia. 

Governor Talmadge has definitely 
made up his mind not to call a spe- 
cial session of the general assemby 
which would be required before the 
pension. plan could be participated in. 

“I have no comment to make,” was 
all that the Governor would say when 
informed the President had signed the 
bill. 

Prior to the convening of the Jast 
regular session of the legislature At- 


torney-General Yeomans ruled that if 
an old-age pension plan was set up in 
Georgia it would have to be done by 
constitutional amendment. During the 
session Representative Spence Gray- 
son, of Chatham county steered a pen- 


sion amendment through the house 
and senate, but it was vetoed by the| 


Governor. The house voted oyer-| 
whelmingly to override the chief execu- | 
tive, but the senate stood by the veto, 
no move being made in that branch 
to override. 

Governor Talmadge is a known op- 
ponent of any sort of old-age pen- 
sions. In a recent speech at Vidalia 
he attacked the pension program and 
several days ago in answering a re- 
quest for support of the Townsend 
plan he said he is “against the gov- 
ernment’ contributing to the people 
and favors the people eontributing to 
the government.” He added that he 
felt soldiers’ and sailors’ pensions were 
justified, but others were not. 

If ‘Talmadge should change his mind 
about the special session, something 
he seldom if ever does, the constitu- 
tional amendment permitting the state 
to share in the benefits of the se- 
curity bill could not be voted upon 
until the next general election in fhe 
fall of 1936. With his views as they 
ure it appeared doubtful, if-a vote is 
had on the subject, that it could be 
before the general election of 1938 
and this would be only in the event 
that Talmadge’s successor in office 
took a view opposite his. 

There are some who believe the 
Governor will be forced to call a spe- 
cial session early next year to pass 
a general appropriations bill, but al- 
though he has never said so publicly 
it is generally understood the Gover- 
nor will not call a session even for 
this purpose. He has let it be known 
he intends to operate the state with- 
out an appropriations bill. How, 
only Talmadge knows. 

Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., in 
commenting on the old-age pension

Under its provisions for aid to | 
mothers and dependent children, the | 
bill gives $100,000,000 for their im- | 
mediate assistance. 

The bill puts aside $49,750,000 for 
giving aid as soon as possible to men 
and women who are now 65 and desti- | 
tute. The money will match state | 
funds dollar for dollar and the govern: 
ment will not contribute more than 
$15 a month if the state pension is 
higher. Thirty-three states, Alaska and 
Hawaii have pension laws in opera- 
tion. 

The separate old-age benefits wili be 
paid from a national fund raised by 
worker contributions starting in 1937. 
By 10949, the worker will be paying 
3 per cent of -his salary and the em- 
ployer 3.per. cent_.of his. pay. roll,. ere-

ROME—The fury against Japan 
for mixing in the Italo-Ethiopian 
quarrel is equaled only by the blasts 
of blind, unreasoning hatred against 
Abyssinia herself. Amongst the Duce’s 
hysterical followers the war spirit is 
mounting to a white, livid fever-héat. 
Mussolini said once that Italy would 
either “expand or explode.” That su- 
preme hour of Napoleonic destiny 
is about to strike. For the kettle | 
of passions is seething in an ultra- 
dangerous atmospheric tension.

unds of their weight may be lost by 
bmitting salt, from the food. My son, 
who lived on a salt-poor diet in college 
last year, found that his weight 1n- 


creased four pounds on a_ Sunday. 


spent away from his diet. The salt- 
poor diet, however, improved his sinus 
trouble, thus verifying Ulimann’s find- 
ings.

Dr. Moore is a noted child special- 
ist and an authority on nutrition. Dr. 
Egon V. Ullman published a book 
(Macmillan) in 1933 on “Diet in 
Sinus Infections,, and (1 reluct to 
say) “Colds,” in which he points 
out that most people consume more 
than half an ounce of salt a day and 
suggests a diet for sinus patients 
which reduces the salt intake to lit- 
tle more than a teaspoonful a day. 
The body requires less than half a 
teaspoonful of salt a day, which is 
obtained from natural foods. 

The simplest way to try a salt-poor 
diet is to reject any dishes or items 
to which salt has been added in cook- 
ing or preparing and to eschew the 
use of salt as a condiment. 

Numerous authorities a ‘ 
an ordinary mixed diet, including 
meat, eggs, vegetables, fruits, milk, 
cereals or cereal products supplies 
enough salt. Meat of any kind, milk 
or butter or cheese, and eggs natural- 
ly contain plenty of Salt. It is not 
advisable to attempt to follow a salt- 
free diet, except in rare cases under 
medical care. But a salt-poor diet is 
perfectly harmless for any one and 
ma ive considerable improvement 
in health in a variety of troubles. 
Items to be excluded from the salt- 
poor diet: Table salt, salted butter, 
smoked meats or fish, ham, bacon, 
sausage, sardines, herring, caviar etc.. 
spiced. cheeses, preserved olives, salted 
nuts, salted crackers, salt sticks, 
pretzels. 

The salt-poor diet should include 
these items: A quart of milk with a 
half-pint of fresh cream daily —prefer- 
ably raw milk from tuberculin-tested 
cows or certified milk. Buttermilk, 
cottage cheese, cream cheese, fresh 
sweet (unsalfed) butter, all kinds of 
vegetables and relishes, of course, 
without salt added in cooking or at 
table, tea, coffee or cocoa, sugar, 
preferably brow or crude unrefined 
or honey or maple syrup, whole wheat 
or rye bread or raisin bread with 
lima or soy bean flour content, (the 
bread should be made without salt), 
not over a pound of meat a week, and 
6 ounces per week of sweetbread. 
brain, kidney, liver or fresh fish, 
plenty of fresh fruit or dried fruit, 
marmalade, jelly, preserves made with- 
out acids.

begin before January, 1942. Workers 
may retire at 65 and receive them, but 
if they do not retire, they will receive 
a lump sum representing the amount 
contributed plus 3 per cent interest. 

The cost of the unemployment in- 
surance will borne by employers 
alone. The money will go to the Fed- 
eral Treasury, but employers contrib- 
uting to state systems will be given a 
90 per cent credit. The remaining 10 
per cent will pay the administration 
cost of the government system. 

States may draft their own unem- 
ployment insurance laws but they must 
be approved by the government, which 
puts administration in the hands of a 
social security board. Five states now 
have such laws and 10 are considering 
them. 

The Social Security Board will con- 
tain three members, serving six years 
each. It will be an independent gov- 
ernment agency.

“This law, too, represents a cor- 
nerstone in a structure which is being 
built but is by no means complete— 
a structure intended to lessen the force 
of possible future depressions, to act 
as a protection to future administra- 
tions of the government against the 
necessity of going deeply into debt 
to furnish relief to the needy—a law 
to flatten ou: the peaks and valleys 
of deflation and of inflation.” 

Board Selections. 

Before the vast law can swing into 
operation, Tresident Roosevelt must 
name th social security board of 
three members to administer it, Many 
names have been mentioned in specu- 
lation, including Edwin A. White, 
secretary of the President’s commis- 
sion which drew up the law; Jacob 
Billikopf, Philadelphia social worker, 
and Misr Josephine Roche, assistant 
rsecretary »£ the treasury.

IX—STANLEY ARRIVES. 

Leaving Zanzibar and the coast of 
Africa in March, Stanley and his par- 
ty made their way inland. By asking 
the natives whether they had seen 
Livingstone and, if so, in what direc- 
tion the explorer had gone, they were 
able to follow his trail; but the route 
was not direct, and seven and a half 
months passed before Stanley reached 
Ujiji, a village on the eastern side of 
Lake Tanganyika. 

Livingstone had been in Ujiji, and 
had gone beyond it; but he had re- 
turned to the place shortly before 
Stanley got there. In telling of the 
evént. Livingstone wrote: 


‘ 
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Livingstone Stanley. 


“One mores Susi came — 
at the top of his speed, and gas 

out, ‘An Englishman! I see him!’ and 
off he darted to meet him. The Ameri- 
can flag at the head of the caravan 
told of the nationality of the cars- 


**Tt was a happy meeting for both of 


the white men; and for Livingstone it 
was extremely helpful. He had rua 


short of supplies, and was in ill 
health. For years he had been with- 
out news of the outside world, and his 
interest was keen when he was told 
that telegraph cables had been laid 
with success in the Atlantic ocean, 
and that General Grant had been 
elected President of the United States. 
He was cheered to learn that the 
British government had voted him 
1,000 pounds ($5,000) for supplies. 

Together the two leaders explored 
northern parts of Iake Tanganyika. 
Stanley was ill with fever for a time; 
bue he enjoyed being with the great 
explorer, and learning more about the 
interior of Africa. 

When Livingstone was asked to go 
back with Stanley to “civilization,” 
he replied that his work was not yet 
over and that he wanted to find out 
more a about the geopraphy of 
Africa before leaving. Sadly. Stanley 
bade him farewell and returned to 
Zanzibar. From here he went to 
Great Britain, taking with him some 
of the “journals” in which Living- 
stone had made record of his travels. 

Thanks to the help from the Amer- 
ican néwspaper, Livingstone’s party 
received many things. The supplies 
which Stanley took to him included 
“12 hales of calico, 14 bags of beads 
and 38 coils of brass wire” for use i 
trading with the natives. Other .arti- 
cles were “a medicine cabinet, a ny 
lot of tools, air-beds, trousers, jackets, 
kettles and a strong cahvas tent.”
